Voorhees and Turpie Making 


Sensational Speeches, 


A Statement Made by Senator Aldrieh 


Causes the Trouble. 


Senator Voorheea S«y» Whatever May Be 


Flouting In the Air the Income Tax 
f Will St»y —The Tariff Bill-The 


Sugar Schedule. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—In the senate 


Monday, early in session, Mr. Wolcott 
(rep., CoL) started one of those lively 
discussions on the tariff Mil which 
marked the sessions of Friday and 
Saturday last 


"Ever since the tariff bill was re- 


ported," he said, "some of us on this 
side of the chamber have availed our- 
selves of every opportunity given us to 
vote in favor of taking up the tariff 
bill. This being so, I rise to ask the 
senator from Tennessee (Mr. Harris), 
if it is not fair to us that he should in- 
form us whether or not this is the bill 
on which we shall be called upon to 
vote." 
i 


Mr. Harris—I stated to the senate on 


Saturday, and I am ready to restate it 
hero and now, and at all times, that I 
am ready to compromise conflicting 
opinions and am willing to make modi- 
fications where they are absolutely 
necessary to pass a tariff reform bill. 
Exactly what those amendments are 
to be I am not prepared to tell the sen- 
ate. 


Mr. Aldrich produced the interview 


with Secretary Carlisle, as published in 
Monday morning-'s papers, and was 
about to read and comment upon it, 
•when a point of order was made by Mr. 
Vest (dem., Mo ). The vice-president, 
however, decided against the point of 
order, stating- that lie had no authority 
under the rules to prevent the reading 
oi the interview. 


Mr. Aldrich referred to Mr. Voorhees' 


statement last Saturday that he (Mr. 
Aldrich) had uttered an untruth in say- 
ing that some 300 amendments had 
been agreed to between the secretary 
of the; treasury and some democratic 
members of the finance committee. 


Mr. Voorhees disclaimed any inten- 


tion of'personal offense. He had merely 
wanted to convey to the senate and to 
the country the fact that the senator 
was talking on false Information as he 
is now, and if, after that, he made the 
assertion again he would do it on his 
own responsibility. 


Mr. Aldrich—I am informed and oe- 


licve that at this very moment in the 
neighborhood of three hundred amend- 
ments have been practically agreed 
upon between the high contracting 
parties, which will change completely 
tlie character of the pending measure, 


Mr. Voorhees quoted from the Rec- 


ord a few passages in Mr. Sherman's 
speech of last Saturday, comprising 
the sentence, "This bill has never been 
considered by the committee on fi- 
nance," and produced the journal of 
the committee, showing that the bill 
had been reported to the full commit- 
tee and discussed, and that amend- 
ments had been offered by Senators 
Shermin and Merrill, and some of 
them agreed to. lie added that his 
respect for the character of the sena- 
tor from Ohio prevented him 
from 


characterizing him as 
the 
circum- 


stances would warrant. 


Mr. Sherman insisted that his state- 


ment was substantially true, because 
any attempt to change what had been 
agreed upon in advance of the majority 
of the committee was so utterly useless 
that the minority should have declined 
to present any amendments at alL 


Mr. Voorhees read the journal of the 


finance committee to prove the correct- 
ness of his assertion in contradiction to 
Mr. Sherman's statement, and added 
with strong emphasis: 


"Whatever may be floating in the 


air, the income tax will stay in this 
bill. I have made all the concessions 
to trusts and to great protected indus- 
tries that I shall make. I have gone to 
the limit. I see what is in the news- 
papers as well as others. There will be 
amendments of a certain 'character— 
for example, to the administrative fea- 
tures of the measure. I -would be 
willing even to adopt amendments to 
the administrative features of the in- 
come tax. 
But as to interfering with 


its vitality, its substance, and its force, 
I never intend to yield. 


"As to concurring further to the 


sugar trust or anything on the subjec 
of sugar, I never intended to go a hail 
farther. If I am overruled by my own 
party, I win go with my party, unless 
there be something in it so flagran 
and outrageous that it would not be 
proferabln to the existing law." 


-Mr. Turpie (Dem.. Iml.), attacked 


Mr. Aldrich, charging him with having 
put forward "three lies, gross, palpable 
three lies basely born; three lies of in 
conceivable 
mendacity"—that there 


wore three hundred amendments to be 
offered by the finance committee; tha 
the hill ])acj never been considered by 
the committee and that it was not the 
'"11 which would finally be presented 
'or fiction. 


The only notice wh.ich Mr. Aldrich 


took of this bitter atack upon him was 
a luiet remark thnt he did not sup- 
pose that the senator from Indiana 
represented anybody but himself; and 
that under other circumstances and 
other conditions that senator would 
not have made the speech he had just 
mnde.

Any court 
of this kind, duly authorized, would 
have statutory 
powers

the county courts. 
These tribunals 


will only deal with disputes arising out 
of existing- agreements or trade cus- 
toms. With regard to more serious 
disputes affecting large bodies of met), 
it is believed that it would do them 
more harm than good to establish 
boards with legal powers. The duke 
in his report also said that he could 
not recommend the direct establish- 
ment of boards of conciliation and 
arbitration by 
the state, 
but the 


opinion was expressed that a central 
department, having means to pro- 
cure accurate information, might do 
much by' advice and iissistancc to pro- 
mote their more rapid universal estab- 
lishment- The report next dealt with 
the appointment of official arbitrators, 
and the opinion was expressed that the 
difficulty often experienced in finding 
a suitable arbitrator might be over- 
come by giving a. public department 
power to appoint un arbitrator to act 
alone or in conjunction with others. 
If the same persons weru frequently 
appointed they would become arbitra- 
tion experts fairly free from the suspi- 
cion of bias.

might eventually be given a permanent 
basis with, perhaps, power to summon 
witnesses and to examine under oath. 
The report considers it to be of no ad- 
vantage to institute a special labor de- 
partment, but it advocates a govern- 
ment inquiry with a view to remedy 
the confusion now existing in the ad- 
ministration of various acts dealing 
with sanitary regulations, hours of la- 
bor for women and children and other 
matters of tha_t kind. The second part 
of the report deals with wages and 
hours of labor. No one, it says, seems 
seriously to argue that wages could be 
fixed "by legislation, but opinions are 
very much divided about the regulation 
of hours of labor. The proposal that a 
maximum working day bo fixed for all 
trades and occupations is dismissed as 
hot calling1 for, serious examination. 
The settlement of hours of labor in any 
trade by a vote of the trade is more de- 
fensible, but no scheme has been laid 
before the commission which solves 
the difficulty of defining a trade and of 
ascertaining- its 
collective decision. 


The commission heard only one side of 
the question of an eight-hours' day so 
far as it concerns the great area con- 
trolled by the 
miners' 
federation,

Ss no one that shines more brilliantly 
in this particular than the prince of 
Wales, whose unquestioned power and 
predominant influence in, English so- 
ciety and over English life are entirely 
owing to the delicate tact with which 
they are exercised. How exquisite is 
this tact may be gathered, says a writ- 
er in the New York Tribune, from the 
circumstance that, although the prince 
is approaching his sixtieth year and

And .were the 
prince to die before succeeding to the

A Naval O»c*r> Halation of How a. HCM- 


mute'i Body Waa liurled. 


"I was nearly .scared out of my 


senses once," remarked an officer of 
the United States navy whose name is 
a synonym for all that is courageous 
on land and sea. 


There wus an immediate demand 


froEi the Washington Star reporter for 
the story and the accommodating offi- 
cer proceeded with it. 


"It happened on the old ship Powhat- 


an," he said, "several years ag-o, and we 
were anchored off a West India port. 
One day a young sailor, a • general fa- 
vorite with officers und crew,.fell from 
a mast and broke his neck. He was 
dead when, we picked • him up, and we 
at once prepared the body for burial, 
the ship's carpenter making a wooden 
coffin, whiph he nailed together, as 
there were no screws suitable in his 
kit. We had expected to take the body 
ashore, but the authorities refused per- 
mission, and ye were forced to a sea 
burial, and had placed a couple of shot 
inside the coffin at the foot to sink it. 
The body lay in state on deck that 
night, and the next day all hands were 
called to attend the funeral 
The cap- 


tain beffau reading the burial service, 
very solemnly and with much feeling, 
for all of us felt the loss of the young 
fellow keenly. He read along quietly 
until it was about half through, when 
all at once there came a fearful rasp- 
ing, screeching sound from the coffin, 
and the lid begun to rise. The super- 
stitious sailors fled in dismay,'the cap- 
tain's face blanched, the other ofliccrs 
stood irresolute, and I grabbed the 
wheel and held on to.it with all my 
strength to keep from running clean 
away. Scared? Why, I was so seared 
I didn't know whore I was. But in a 
minute we began to realize that tho 
swelling of Che decomposing body 
had forced tho nails out and it was 
their giving way that had made tho 
fearful noise. In u few minutes tho 
sailors were recalled, the coffin was 
nailed up again and lashed with ropes 
and the last sad rites were finished 
without further incident. 


"That is to say," continued tho offi- 


cer, "there was no further incident on 
dock. It was my duty to go with a 
boat's crew some distance from the 
ship and sink the body in the sea, and 
I can tell you now I did not relish tho 
job at all. It was duty, and that 
must 'be done whether one likes it or 
not. By this time tho sun had set, the 
sea was quite rough and the men to go 
with me were badly rattled. At a 
suitable distance I stopped the boat, 
committed the body to the deep and, 
with a feeling of the most intense re- 
lief, ordered the crew to 'give way' to 
return to tho ship. I sat in the stern 
of the boat facing the crew, and they 
had not taken a dozen strokes until I 
noticed something-was wrong. Their 
faces began to take on the color of 
ashes and in a minute the bow oars- 
man stopped.- 'It's after us, sir,' he said 
iu a tone that made all my blood go 
clean down to the soles of my feet. I 
cast a quick glance backward. Right 
on our heels, apparently, -and end on, 
jumping out of the water in weird, 
fantastic leaps, came the coffin in our 
wake. Then it was, in my nervousness, 
I wanted to scream, or faint, or do 
something; and for an instant it would 
have been a positive relief to me to 
have done all three in rapid succession, 
and wound it up by plunging into the 
sea, but the eyes of the men were on 
me, and they were worse scared than I 
was, and I couldn't do that. To put 
back was all there was to do, and at 
the command the boat went back, but 
I can assure you none of us wanted to 
go back with it. However, necessity 
compelled it, and in a few strokes we 
were alongside the coffin and had made 
it fast with a rope. Then we discovered 
that the air in it supported it, the shot 
at the foot keeping it almost perpen- 
dicular in the sea, and the dancing 
waves did the rest. In a minute wo 
had knocked one end of it in; a min- 
ute later it had sunk out of sight with 
a smothered gurgle, and my scare was 
over, but the effects of it remained for 
weeks, and even yet I can make my- 
self uncomfortable thinki ng about it.'

this incident is a. little romance which 
has already been published, but a brief 
repetition of which will uot be amiss in 
this connection. 


Major Milstead was a Union soldier, 


a memberof the Fifth Infantry of West 
Virginia. June 
17, 18(54, he was with 


his regiment at Lynchburg and about 8 
o'clock that evening- ran across a Con- 
federate soldier who was evidently suf- 
fering intensely. 


He and Chaplin Joseph Little took 


charge of the wounded man and cared 
for him through the night. 
He told 


them that his name was R. U. Phelps. 
The next da3' the minor forces were 
repelled and they left the wounded 
mau in the improvised hospital where 
his comrades found him. Twenty-seven 
yeurs afterwards, 
in 
1891, 
Major 


Milstead wrote a short account of the 
incident for the Wheeling Register. 
John C. MuMahan, of lion wood, W. 
Vn., saw the account and recognized 
the name. He wrote to the author 
and the result of this correspondence 
was that Major Milstead and the con- 
federate soldier were soon in .jorres- 
pundence. 
They have corresponded 


regularly ever since but had never met 
until lust weolt. 
At, the encampment 


last 
.year Mr. I'hnlps related ihis 


story and the delegates expressed a 
desire to sec the hero: 
The invitation 


was accordingly extended. 


Arriving at 
limningliain, 
Major 


Milstead was-.escorted by Gen. Stot- 
tard of Texas to Mr. 1'helps' room, 
tlie hitter gentlemen being confined 
with a severe cold. Having exchanged 
photographs the recognition was mu- 
tual, although both expressed some 
doubt as to whether it would have 
been otherwise. 
Mr. Phelps has his 


right leg off near the hip joint the re- 
sult of the injury rer.eivod at the time 
above mentioned. He is a prominent 
lawyer of Houston, Texas, and was 
last year a candidate for the district 
judge-ship. 
Major Milstead was es- 


corted to the .hall where the conven- 
tion was in session and was greeted 
enthusiastically, addressing- the con- 
vention for u few minutes. 
A rising 


vote of thanks was adopted and the 
rebel yell accorded him for his gallant 
deed of thirty years ago. 
All during 


his stay he was most royally enter- 
tained and it is not improbable, will 
go iigain some time.

It was an old custom in many news- 


paper offices, says the Worcester Ga- 
zette, for the printers to make use of 
"saving galleys," or little racks with 
compartments, which they used as a la- 
bor-saving device. When after the pa- 
per had bee n printe d they "di strib u. ted" 
the type, putting the several letters 
hack in their respective boxes, they 
would save some of the most frequent- 
ly recurring words, such as "and," 
"the," "when," etc., putting them in 
a compartment of the rack, to be drawn 
out when needed in setting up the 
next day's paper. If it were in a sea- 
jport where some shipnews was printed 
the words "ship," "brig," "bark," etc., 
would be added, and also the name of 
certain ports, as "Boston," "Provi- 
clence," "Nantucket." 11 the printer 
by mistake drew the wrong word from 
.the galley, taking "ship" instead of 
"bark" or "Salem" instead of "Ports- 
mouth," the error would probably be 
discovered by the proof-reader, but in 
'the hurry of going to press it some- 
times escaped detection.

Little Eccentricities Thmt MjLke Him the 


Object of ProfesaioQal Dlilike. 


Prof. Zakharin, of Moscow, who at- 


tended the czar during his recent seri- 
ons illness, is almost as well known in 
Russia for his eccentricities as for his 
eminence as a physician. When he is 
called to attend to a patient, says the 
British Medical Journal, special ar- 
rangements must be made in the house, 
all dogs must be kept out of the 
way, all clocks must be stopped, all 
doors must be thrown wide open. The 
professor on entering- begins a. process 
of gradual'undressing, leaving his furs 
in the hall, his overcoat in the next 
room, his goloshes in the third, etc. Ho 
insists on perfect silence on the part of 
the afflicted relatives, except in reply 
to his questions, when their speech 
must be literally '!Yea?' and "Nay." 
He has a theory which he expresses 
in the maxim "Take a rest before 
you are tired," and accordingly he sits 
down every eight or ten steps. His 
demeanor toward doctors with whom 
he happens to be unacquainted makes 
him greatly feared by them, and some 
eight years ago a kind of public agita- 
tion was got tip in opposition to him in 
which many hundreds of doctors took 
part. Resolutions were passed and ad- 
dresses were presented, and echoes of 
the gathering storm made themselves 
heard in the press. These manifesta- 
tions of feeling were quickly repressed 
in a way characteristic of Russia. The 
then general-governor of 
Moscow, 


Prince Dolgorukoff, sent for the editor 
of the medical jonmal in which the 
addresses were printed and told him 
that if he published a. word more aboat 
Zakharin he would have to leave Mos- 
cow in twenty-four hours' time. His 
eccentricities, however, cease at the 
bedside of his patient; there he is 
courteous and considerate, most pains- 
taking and minnte in his examination, 
and very thorough in his treatment. 
So successful has he been in his pro- 
fession that he is believed to be worth 
some half-million sterling.

Stanford Unlveriltr Student• Making an 


Inter«*tlDg Search. 


The progressive students ot Stanford 


have beffim a.scientific exploration of 
the great mound near Castro station, 
some four miles east of the university 
grounds. 
This immense pear-shaped 


mound of earth marks the last resting- 
place of hundreds, possibly thousands, 
of the simple-minded children of na- 
ture, who, in times long gone by, held 
undisputed 
title to this beautiful 


region, and 
with these crumbling 


bones are interred the implements, or- 
naments, the remains of campfires, and 
other evidences which tell the story of 
the daily life of these people who were 
but are not. 


The mound, says the San Francisco 


Examiner, lies vfith its longer axis 
north and south, and measures four 
hundred and seventy feet in length by 
three hundred and twenty in width, 
having, an area of nearly two acres. In 
height it ranges jrom about two feet 
at the southern end to ten feet at its 
highest point, near the. .northern ex- 
tremity. 


,The soil used in its construction was 


originally .the ordinary black adobe, 
such as is found in the fields surround- 
ing the mound,, hut now rendered 
much lighter bythe admixture of the 
ashes from a thousand campfires. It 
was evidently taken from the territory 
Immediately surronnding. the mound, 
and in process of time the great trench 
thus formed became a awamp with its 
characteristic growth of long grasses 
and scrubby willows. 


Diligent inquiry among the older 


residents of the neighborhood has 
failed to elicit anything trustworthy 
concerning its history. There is a dim 
tradition, indeed, that when this region 
was first, visited by whites the mound 
marked the site of a flourishing Indian 
village, but it is impossible to say just 
how much credence should be given to 
this story. Nothing as yet taken from 
the mound would indicate that its 
builders had ever had any dealings 
with the representatives of civilization.

Worth Two Thousanil I'onmla. 


A large diamond was recently found 


in the De Beers Consolidated miners at 
Kimberly, South Africa, by a native, 
says the .Jewelers' Weekly. It was in 
t\vo pieces, one weighing nineteen and. 
a half and the other twenty-five and a 
half carats. The remarkable feature 
of the stone is it-s shape, as, with the 
two pieces jointed, it measures twc 
and a fourth inches. long, one inch 
broad and three-fourths of an inch 
thick.', 


It is crystallized more in the form of 


ordinary quart/, except that, instead 
of being-se:-:agonal, it is of the prismatic 
form, having only three sides. At one 
end—the base—it has a flat cleavage 
plane on the slant, and there is ivo 
doubt that, to make itaperfcet crystal, 
there is another piece about three- 
quarters of an inch long that should be 
added to it, and which may yet be 
found in the sorting. 


At the other end, or top, it comes to 


a. blunt point, and it is this piece that 
wns broken off. It is of a light-brown 
color. To anyone not thoroughly ac- 
quainted with rough diamonds it would 
appear a piece of brown quartz, as the 
cleaved or broken end naturally forms 
the base of the quartz formation, as 
if it had grown on the rocka. The 
coating is more like that of the river 
diamonds. It ia valued at two thou- 
sand pounds.
